What 
Difference can it be to fenfelefs Corpies, where 
they lie and moulder into Duft 2? Do we not 
every Day perceive the filthy Simeil of thofe putrid 
Carcafes filling our Churches, and not only difturb- 
ing our Attention, but fometimes infecting our 
Bodies with Ailments and Difeafes? Much rather 
ought we, in imitation of the ancient Fees and 
Remans, to bury our Dead not only without the 
Walls of the Churches, but even without the Walls 
of our Cities. I doubr what is here propofed, 
will make bur little Impreflion on many People, 
becaufe it is here become a Cuftom to bury the 
common People, who cannot pay the Church 
Duties in Church yards, thofe of the middle Sort 
in the Churches, and People of Quality under 
fplendid Monuments ; thus making a Diftin¢tion of 
Quality even after Death. But if we look well 
into the Matter, it muft be confefs’d, that it is all 
mere Vanity; and that the Philofopher Diogenes 
was nor in the Wrong, who when the Great

The Spettater makes the following Refletions om Wakes 
and other Times of Publick Diverfion. 


*Tis well known, fays he, that fuch Diverfions 
are chiefly cajoy’d by the common Pe ple; who 
being fatigued by labouring continuaily tor a forry 
Living, find a Relaxation highly neceilary for them. 
For feveral Months before theie Fettivals come, they 
pleaie themielves with the Expectation of approach- 
ing Joys. Then think they, we fhall cor only ret 
from our mean Employments, bur fhail aét the Part 
of Richer and more Creditable People ; we fhall 
appear with our beit Cloaths, and with che help of 
our Savings not only live well, bur divert ourfelves 
with the merry Humours of Harlejuin and Puncha- 
nello. Thefe Imaginations brigh:en their Thoughts, 
difpel the Clouds of Melancholy, and make them 
difpatch their Bufinefs with Plea'ure and Alacrity. 
When the Feftival isover, the Idea of it dwells long 
in their Imaginations, and is every Day revived by 
their Memories. But what would be the Confe- 
quence, fays the Spectator, if all fuch Diveriions 
were entirely banifhed ? The Anfwer is, that the 
common Prople fecing themielves cut off from all 
Hope of this Enjoyment, would become dull and 
{piritlefs, and Joie not only the Support of their 
Labour, but even the Comfort of Life. And nor 
only fo, but through the abfolute Necefflity of divert- 
ing themielves at Times, they would addiét them- 
felves to lefs warrantable Pleafures; which would 
be much more deftructive to the Srate, than the 
Evil that was avoided. Let it not be objected, that 
they ought rather to addict themfelves to fuch Re- 
laxations as are edifying and apt to promote Virtue. 
*Tistrue, they ought fo todo; but every thing can- 
not be foas it ought to be, nor indeed much other- 
wife than it is. To pretend to efteét Impoflibilities, 
is the moft abjurd Extravagance that can be imagin'd, 
From all this it follows, fays he, that the Govern- 
ment is not atall to be blamed for fuffering publick 
Diverfions, tho” in fome Refpects not ftrictly war- 
ranted by Religion, with defign to guard againft 
more pernicious Confequences. Yet on the other 
hand, the Conduét of thofe Reverend Divines who, 
without condemning that beneficial and neceflary 
Indulgence of the Government, oppofe with all 
pofible Zeal the Abufe of thofe Diverfions, and the 
real Evil that fometimes attends it, and who excite 
their Hearers by the moft forcible Arguments to the 
relifhing of Icis dangerous and more edifying Plea- 
fures, is worrhy of the higheft Applaufe.
